At approximately .00 hours this afternoon, Sep l4 
U.S. citizen John Delbert Erb informed Embassy that his 
daughter Patricia An/* Erb, DPOB 5-31-57 Jackson, Minnesota 
had been abducted from their home on evening September 13 . 
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2. Father stated that at approximately I1.30pn^at least seven 
heavily armed men dressed in green suits and pants and 
military type hoots forcibly entered home. They tied and 
blindfold members of family^ ransacked house taking 

money and other valuables. They interrogated Erb's three 
children and left with Patricia. END UNCLASSIFIED 


3. Father said that until one year ago Paricia had /// 
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attended University of Buenos Aires and was former 
member University Division of Pariido Revolucionario 
de los Trabajadores (PRT), the political arm of the 
ERP. Maid overheard one of abductors say that they 
had gotten Paricia’s name, from one of her friends in 
prison. Before leaving abductors spray-painted walls 
with leftist slogans. They did not identify themselves.
